THE EXPORTS OF GRAIN. 
The development of the agricultural in­ 
terests of the U uited Slates is < ne of the 
encouraging feigns of th i time. The pro­ 
gress in that direction is rapid and signifi­ 
cant, and tvery year it is becoming more 
and more important. The only competitor 
the Toited States bas in cereals is Russia. 
Rusfcia is the greatest agricultural country 
lo Europe, eLd in some respects the great­ 
est in the we rid. She has a population of 
G4 millions, and her cultivated area is about 


271 millions of acres. T ie United States 
bas an estimated population ol 47 millions, 
while in 1877 the Agricultural I>cparimcLt 
al W ashington gave the number ot acres 
under cultivation at 120 millions. Taking 
into account iLut Rufiia bas only 40 pit 
cent more population than the United 
Stales, yet KO per ccid !aiger cultivated 
aria than we have, it is n. t a little svrpris* 
mg that we should out-ditiaLce Russia al­ 
together in exporting grain and floor to 
Great Britain. The United Kingdom is 
unable 
to 
supply 
her 
people 
with breadstuffs raised on her own soil 
Her harvests have been gradually decreas 
ing, and tor this reason she depends largely 
upon 
importations. 
The 
co un tiie* 
which enter into competition in supplying 
Great Britian, are the United States and 
Russia—“ the two nations which have the 
the largest surplus of grain for export’' 
The result of the contest is remarkable, and 
shows how successfully this country has 
virtually put Russia to flight. 
To show 
the amount of exports ot wheat, flour, and 
corn, lrom the United States and Russia to 
Greet Britain, since 1808, we present the 
following table which gives official figures:

The relator is a resident of the city of 
Janesville, and the defendant is the princi­ 
pal in charge ct the High School (so called) 
In that city. 
The relator presented his affidavit to the 
Circuit Court, in which he started and 
charged in substance that on the 13th of 
December, 1877, the defendant, without 
lawful authority or right and without legal 
or reasonable excuse, and contrary to the 
known wishes of the relator, suspended and 
expelled Horn said school the reiator's son, 
George, aged about sixteen years, who had 
ihcrctolore been a pupil therein ; tnat the 
defendant has refused, aud still docs refuse, 
to admit the said George as a pupil in the 
school, mat tuch retural is in violation of 
law and of any authority vested in the de­ 
fendant, which refusal is greatly to the 
injury aud damage cf the relator and 
George ; and that they both made demand 
of the defendant, on the 19th of the same 
month, that he re-admit George as a pupil 
io the school, but the defendant refused to 
comply with such demand. 
Ills lurlhcr staled in the aliilavit,that 
George is a fit and proper person to be re­ 
ceived as a pupil, aud that there is ample 
room for him in the school and ample fa­ 
cilities tor his retention and accommodation 
| as a pupil. Also that the specific cause for 
the suspension is unknown to the relator, 
except the defendant informed him that it 
was “general bid conduct” of bisson. The 
relator deuies the truth of the charge, and 
avers that mc conduct of his son did not 
warrant his suspension or justiiy the de­ 
fendant in his refusal to rc-adoiit bim. 
Un this affidavit t which stands tor a pe­ 
tition or relation) the Court awarded an 
alternative writ of mmdamus commanding 
the the defendant forthwith to admit and 
receive George as a pupil lo said school, or 
show catiM? to the contrary on a day therein 
uamed. The writ was duly issued and 
served on the defendant, aud is dated the 
(9ih of the same month. 
To this writ the defendant made return 
in 
which 
he 
admits that 
he sus­ 
pended George from the privileges of 
the school for continued misconduct, per­ 
sisted la by him atter patient, kind, and 
friendly ad vice by his teachers to abstain 
therefrom, to the great Injury and demor­ 
alization of his class and other pupils in the 
school. 
The return contains numerous 
specifications of disobedient and dlscrderly 
conduct which it is unntccssar}7 to state in 
detail. Trie action ct the defendant alter 
the suspension of george, und the terms 
upon which he can obtain re-admission to 
the school .are stated in the retura as fob 
lows: 
\ 
“ That his suspension from the privileges 
of the said High School was reported lo 
the Board cl Education, ot the city of 
Janesville, on the said 13m day of Decem­ 
ber, A. I)., 1877, in writing, specifying the 
name of the said George L- Burpee, the 
pupil suspended, the character and date of 
the offenses tor which the suspension was 
made, the date of the suspension a n i other 
relevant information relating lo the 6aid 
suspension, and the said Board of Educa­ 
tion did, on me said 13th day of December, 
1877, and on the 20m day of December, 
1877, aud continually since said suspension, 
approve, ratify and sanction the same, 
an J order said suspension coutiucd. 
“ That on the same day of said suspension 
this defendant, Ii. VV. Burton, did also give 
immediate notice of said suspension to 
Austin E. Burpee, the parent and father of 
the said George L. Burpee, the said sus­ 
pended pupil, specifying the name of the 
suspended pupil, the character and date ut 
the offenses, tor which he was suspended, 
the date of suspension and other relevant 
Information in relation to said suspen­ 
sion.”

“ That had the said George L. Burpee 
shown any desire or disposition to comply 
with the rubs and regulations aforesaid, 
adopted by said Board of Education, he 
would not have been suspended. 
“And this defendant avers upon infor­ 
mation aLd belief, that when the said 
George L. Burpee manifests and expresses 
regret for his aforesaid misconduct and 
bebay tor as a pupil of said high school, and 
makes a sincere promise of future good 
conduct, and by complying with the rea­ 
sonable rules adopted by said Board oi 
Education, be can be readmitted as a pupil 
In said high school ; and this defendant as 
teacher and superintendent of the same 
will, on such terms, be glad to have him 
re-admitted as a pupil in said 
High 
School. 
“But his readmission without any excuse 
for his past misconduct aforesaid, or any 
promise for any better or different behavior 
in the future will be of no benefit to him, 
but ac injury, and will tend directly aud 
speedily to the subversion of all rules and 
regulations for the good order and gov­ 
ernment of said school, aud to the ut­ 
ter destruction of the High School it­ 
self. " 
The relator interposes the ioliowing de­ 
murrer to the return: 
The relator, Ausliu E. Burpee, demures 
to the return and answer of said R. W. 
Burton, to the alterative writ of mandamus 
for Insufficiency in not stating facts suffi­ 
cient to show that the relator is n:*t enti­ 
tled to the peremptory writ prayed for. 
“A lo that sa id return is defective aud 
insufficient in not ‘gelling forth the rules 
referred to, a 'v J f r not staling the time 
when said rules were violated, aud how 
and wherein violated, and also in not stat­ 
ing that said several rules were and each 
was known to said George L. Burpee, be­ 
fore the alleged violation of the same. Also 
that said return is out verified. Also that 
it does not appear by said return or an­ 
swer that the expulsion of said Burpee was 
at all necessary to the good order and gov­ 
ernment of said school.” 
Atter argument of the demurrer, the 
Court made the following order: 
“ This matter came on to be heard on the 
return and answer of said defendant to the 
alternative writ issued herein,the relator 
having demurred thereto, and after hear­ 
ing John Winaus in support of said de­ 
murer and J. R. Bennett, Esq., in opposi­ 
tion, and the Court being sufficiently ad- 
v fled, ordered: That the demurrer to said 
return be aud is sustained* with leave to 
issue a peremptory mandamus according to 
the prayer of the petition.” 
Ail of the proceedings from the filing of 


the return to the final order, indaalv«| were 
had on the 2 2d of Decern ber, *1877. 
The defendant has appealed to this 
Coart from the above order. 
Lyon, J . 
Tun power of th H ^ a r d of 
education to suspend a p n p iM V n the 
privileges of the school under its charges, 
and even to expel him, for persistent mis­ 
conduct , it freely conceded by the learned 
counsel for the relator. That the acts of 
misconduct charged against the relator’s 
son in the defendant's return to the altern­ 
ative writ of mandamus, furnish sufficient 
grounds for suspending him, we cannot 
doubt. And moreover, if he was lawfully 
suspended, no sufficient grounds of restor­ 
ation are stated injthe affidavit tor the l f It. 
Indeed the return shows affirmatively foal 
he has not placed himself in a position to 
entitle him to restoration. 
On the argument of the appeal, counsel 
informed us that the learned Circuit Judge 
held that the defendant has no power to 
suspend a pupil for any cause*, such power 
being vested by law exclusively to the 
Board of Education, and that that 
the 
demurrer to the (return was sustained en 
that ground. 
Whether the defendant has 
such power 
of suspension, 
and if so, 
wnether it was properly exercised In the 
present case, are the controlling questions 
to be determined on this appeal 
While the principal or teacher in charge 
of a pubhcjschool is subordinate to the 
School Board or the Board of Education of 
his district or city, and must enforce rules 
and regulations adopted by the Board tor 
the government of m e school, and execute 
all it« iawlul cnlcrs in that behalf, he does 
not derive ail his power and authority in 
the school and over hir pupils from the af­ 
firmative action of the Board. 
He stands 
for the time being i n loco parentis to ms 
pupils, and because oi that relation he mutt 
necessarily exercise authority over them in 
many things concerning which the Board 
may have remained silent, 
in the school, 
as lo the family, there exists on the part of 
the pnpils the obligation of obedience to 
lawful commands, subordination, civil de 
port meet, respect tor the rights of other 
pnpils and fidelity to duty. Tnese obliga­ 
tion are inherent in any proper school sys­ 
tem, and constitute, so to speak, the com­ 
mon law of the school. 
Every pupil is 
presumed to know this law ana is subject 
to It, whether it has or has not been re­ 
enacted by the district Board In lhe|tortn oi 
written rules and regulations, 
indeed it 
would seem impossible to frame 
rules 
which would cover all cases of insubordin­ 
ation and all acts of vicious 
tendency 
which the teacher is liable to encounter 
daily and hourly. 
The teacher is responsible of for the dis­ 
cipline 
of 
his 
school, 
aud 
for 
the 
progress, 
conduct 
aod 
deportment of 
ms pupils. 
It is his 
imperative duty to mam good order and to 
require of his pupils a (aimful performance 
of their duties, if he tails to do so he la 
unfit for his position. To enable hun lo 
discharge these duties effectually, he must 
necessarily have the power lo 
enforce 
prompt 
obedience 
to 
his 
law­ 
ful 
commands. 
For 
this 
reason 
the law gives him the power, in proper 
cases, to inflict corporal punishment upon 
refractory pupils. But mere are cases of 
misconduct tor which such punishment is 
an inadequate remedy. It me offender is 
incorrigible, suspension or expulsion is the 
only adequate remedy. In general, no 
doubt, me teacher should report a case of 
that kind to the proper board tor its action 
in the first instance, it no delay will neces­ 
sarily result from that course prejudicial to 
the best interests of the school. But the 
conduct of me recusant pupil may be suet* 
that his pretence in m e school fur a day or 
an hoar may be disastrous to the discipline 
of me school, and even to the morals of 
the other pupils. In such a case it seems 
absolutely essential to the welfare of the 
school that the teacher should have the 
power to suspend the offender at once 
from the privileges of the school; and he 
must necessarily decide tor himself whcth-

aided, as we doubt not many of them, have 
been, by the valuable counsels of the pres­ 
ent learned and able assistant superintend­ 
ent, who has long served in that position 
greatly to the benefit of the Stale.

But where th/governm ent of a 
public school is vested la a Board of E Ju- 
cation (as in the presyht case) with a more 
i than district Board.-*, 
numerous membersh 
and which holds staled meetings for the 
transaction of bu tto ck the facilities for 
speedy communication with the Board 
may be greatly decreased, aud more tune 
must usually elapse before the Board eau 
act upon a complaint of the teacher. lo 
those schools the occasions which require 
the action of the teacher In the first in­ 
stance will occur more|trequentiy than in 
the district schools. 
We conclude there­ 
fore, that the teacher has, in a proper case, 
the inherent power to suspend a pupil 
from the privileges of his school, unless fie 
bas been deprived of the power by the 
affirmative action of the proper Board. 
In the present case we think tnat the 
acts of misconduct alleged against the re­ 
lator’s son in the return to the alternative 
writ, were of a character which justified 
the defendant in suspending him temporar­ 
ily without the previous order or the 
Board of Education. Although, for the 
purpose of this appeal, the specifications 
of misconduct contained in the return are 
admitted by the demurrer, we abstain fro 
setting them out here because it might 
up just to the relator and his son to spread 
those specifications upon our records be­ 
fore there has been an opportunity to con* 
trover! them.

We may be permitted to add in con 
elusion, that our system of public schools 
necessarily involves the most delicate rela­ 
tions between parents and children on one 
side and the school authorities on the oth­ 
er. and controversies must frequently arise 
growing out of the en forcemeat of school 
discipline These controversies relating, 
as they usually do, to the control, manage­ 
ment and correction of pupils, are apt to 
have their origin lo wounded parental feel­ 
ings and are frequently prosecuted with 
much bitterness. It is cause for congrat­ 
ulation that to few of these controversies 
appear in the courts. 
Most of them are 
determined by the Superintendent of Pub- , 
lie Instruction, whose decision, are almost j 
invariably acquiesced rn.
